Successful Schooling 


We want to thank Cycle News for the 
help extended to us in publicizing our 
Road Racing School. On June 5th we 
had our second class which was twice 
as large as the first. The students were 
separated into two groups, beginning and 
intermediate. The riders that were at 
our first session were moved up to inter 
mediate, as we felt it would be better 
from a safety standpoint to keep the 
groups separated. The intermediate riders

were going considerably faster. 

So far the beginning classes have 
worked out extremely well. At the begin- 
ning of the day the riders looked less 
than professional. To be.really honest 
about the whole thing, they looked pretty 
bad. But, by the end of the day they 
were really sailing around quickly and 
smoothly. Our lectures and practice 
really made riders out of the students. 
The lectures included safety equipment, 
cornering and riding techniques, tires, 
braking and brakes, flags and signals, 
correct lines through corners, rider 
comfort, machine maintenance and a 
thorough technical inspection of all 
machines. Paul Doyle and Kim Mc 
Masters went over every machine thor- 
oughly and each rider was told just what 
was needed to bring his machine up to 
par. Many of the students found out very 
quickly where their machines were 
deficient. 

Each rider had as much personal in- 
struction as possible since we feel that 
this is the only way to achieve the de- 
sired results. Of course some students 
require more personal instruction than 
others, but I’m sure everyone left at the 
end of the day knowing he had received 
his share. We didn’t pull any punches 
either. When a student did something 
wrong (and there were plenty) he was 
told what he did wrong and how to cor- 
rect it. It is imperative that we adopt 
this psychology since we have a great 
deal tot#ach in one day. Also it is im- 
portant that a rider be shown his mis- 
takes quickly before he gets himself or 
other riders in trouble. 

There have been quite a variety of 
machines show up so far. Everything 
from an 80cc road racing machine to 
street 40 inch bikes. The track is fairly 
short and as a result the speeds are not 
too high. The faster machines get up to 
60 to 70 miles an hour down the straight. 
The track has a variety of conditions 
that keep the riders on their toes. A flat 
sweeping turn, a decreasing radius 
banking, both right and left hand turns 


plus the straight make it mandatory that 
the riders concentrate on the job at hand. 

Every beginning rider we have had 
to date has commented on how much 
faster he was going at the end of the 
day. Also each rider felt he was far 
more comfortable about running at higher 
speeds. and had far more control. It’s 
pretty unreal just how proficient the 
riders become in a few hours. To be- 
lieve it you just have to see it. Dave 
Hetzler helped me out with instructing 
the beginning riders and his one com- 
ment at the day’s end pretty well sums 
it up. “I just can’t believe it!” Dave 
has been racing a good number of years 
and his help was immeasurable. 

Steve Gibson taught the intermediate 
class this time, and he was pleased 
with the progress these riders made. 
Dave and I were pretty busy with the 
beginning riders and as such didn’t have 
much free time, but the opportunities 
we had to observe the intermediates 
impressed us very much. These riders 
watched the beginning riders and there 
were a number of comments made about 
the mistakes that were being made. This 
shows these prospective racers are 
thinking and. catching on fast. Steve 
showed how to pass, bump start, set up 
the rider in front to pass him and also 
how and where to pass with the utmost 
safety. Then there were two short races 
held. One G.P. style with bump starts 
and a production type race with a Le 
Mans start. They were impressive to 
say the least. The intermediates learned 
how to bump start Sunday and with some 
practice they’ll be as proficient as any- 
one racing today. 

The two classes we have held so 
far have taught us one very important 
fact. We are able to take any rider, re- 
gardless of experience (we had one 
rider who had only been riding three 
weeks) and in a few hours teach him 
not only the fundamentals but also with 
his cooperation we can have him going 
a great deal faster, with complete safety, 
than he thought would be possible. This 
was borne out by the many comments 
the students themselves made. 

We would personally like to take this 
opportunity to thank Walt James, owner 
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of Whiteman Stadium for his wholehearted 
support of our school and the use of 
his track. Without his cooperation this 
school would never have come to pass. 
Thanks again, Walt. 

We have had innumerable questions 
on how much actual track time the stud- 
ents get. All I can say is that all the 
students went home pretty tired (so did 
the instructors) and the machines never 
really cooled off all day. 

Well, that about sums the whole 
thing up. Thanks again for your help in 
promoting our school; everyone concerned 
is very appreciative. The next scheduled 
class is July 17th.

Today, that memory was shattered 
when I read Bob Gooding’s report of the 
250cc expert main event. 

On the first lap of that race, a rider 
fell near the back of the pack in the 
third turn. When the leaders, Dave and 
Bill Silverthorn, passed by that point on 
the second lap, a flagman was waving a 
red flag for the benefit of the fallen 
rider who was then off of the track. At 
this point, Bill slowed to almost a stop 
and watched Dave proceed on and the 
rest of the field go by. Apparently, he 
then decided that the race was to con- 
tinue, so he cut across the course, in 
plain view of everyone, and pulled in, 
right behind Dave, where he had left off. 
Dave and Bill then put on a fine race, 
with Bill gaining the lead on the final 
lap. Dave said that he saw no reason to 
try to catch him and risk a fall because 
Bill would have been automatically dis- 
qualified for cutting the course. At no 
time during the race was the black flag 
waved. 

We loaded the machines and began to 
wait for the conclusion of the day’s 
events and the trophy presentation. 
While we watched one of the last races, 
a member of the promoting club walked 
up to Dave and presented him with the 
first place 250cc expert trophy. He ac- 
knowledged the fact that the disqualifi- 
cation of Silverthorn was the only fair 
thing to do, 

Eager to beat the rush traffic on our 
return home, we left a short time later, 
unaware of what must have taken place 
afterwards. The report of Mr. Gooding 
leaves the impression that Dave was the 
obvious loser and that he reached out of 
the car window and snatched up the 
trophy as we made our “get-away” out 
the gate. 

I believe that Dave deserves a pub- 
lished letter of apology from those re- 
sponsible for such a gross misrepresen- 
tation of fact as that which appeared in 
the most recent edition of Cycle News.

California’s Cal Rayborn, riding his 
first half-mile since being injured at the 
Ascot opener last April, was eliminated 
from the National final when the seat 
fell off his Harley during the heat race. 


Track Record To Boot 


Tanner was even more brilliant in 
winning the 15-miler than he was when 
he won the 5-miler two weeks ago. This 
time he shattered the track record over 
the 32-lap distance after Markel led the 
early laps. Tanner took over early in 
race and went on to defeat the defending 
champion by nine bike lengths. 

The old 15-mile record was 13:22.13 
set last year by Markel when he beat 
Tanner by a third of a lap. This time 
Tanner whistled to victory on the C.R. 
Axtell Special with the scorching time 
of 12:50.12!! 

A spill during the final, which again 
found Nix out of control, took Gary 
Nixon and Nix down hard. Again it was 
Nix broadsiding another rider. Nixon re- 
mounted to finish the race but Nix was 
out with a broken collarbone. 

The Amateur final was also turned in 
record time with Lenny Waldo aboard a 
Harley-Davidson the winner. Wisconsin 
Amateur winner Jack Warren fell in the 
final trying to overtake the winner. 

This was Tanner’s sixth National 
Championship race win since 1959 and 
his second straight this year. Next AMA 
National, another half-mile, is on tap 
on June 26th at Columbus, Ohio. This 
will be the big 10-mile National. Roeder 
is the defending champ; Tanner did not 
ride this one last year. He is very much 
entered this year.

The eventual winner 
was C. D. Gerardy on a Triumph, and in 
second John Sprague. 

The 500 Experts had their share of 
woes with only three riders reporting to 
the line for the third moto. BSA-mounted 
Jim Hunter was the eventual winner but 
not without experiencing a constant chal- 
lenge from a Triumph rider who was 
glued to his rear wheel. 

The Open Expert boys went at it 
with considerable talent in their line-up 
and turnedin some really fast lap times, 
including two riders, Bill Riley and L. 
Wilburn, who cracked off a single lap 
each in 51 seconds. Riley also turned 
one from a standing start in 53%!
